Hey Gals! Eat too much sweets 
over the holidays? 

tf you did, and are worrying a 
little over some new “curves" you 
have just discovered, but still like 
to nibble on “sweets," try these re¬ 
cipes. We promise you they won't 
add any hated “bulges.” 

SUGARLESS 
HEALTH COOKIES 
Ingredients: Eighteen walnut 
halves, 1 egg, 3 tablespoons seed¬ 
less raisins, 10 pitted dates, 2 sac* 
charm tablets (44 grain), y 4 tea¬ 


spoon baking soda, 44 cup whole 
wheat flour, 8 teaspoons butter or 
margarine. 

Method: Cream the fat until soft. 
Chop the dates and nuts, and place 
the raisins in hot water to soften. 
Mix and sift the dry ingredients, 
and place the nuts and fruits in 
this mixture. Beat the egg until 
fluffy and add the saccharin, dis¬ 
solved in a little water, to it. Then 
add the creamed fat. To the fat and 
egg mix, add the flour mixture in 
thirds, stirring just enough to com¬ 
bine the ingredients. Drop by the 
spoonful on a greased cookie tin. 
Bake at 375 F, until brown, or 12 
to 15 minutes. Remove from pan 
as soon as baked. 

These macaroons, also served at 
the party, my be used by the dia¬ 
betic for 1 fat exchange, 1 meat 
exchange. The egg yolk should be 
used in some other part of the 
meal, such as beaten and stirred 
into a broth, 

MACAROONS 

Ingredients: One egg white, 6 
walnuts or blanched almonds, y 4 
grain saccharin or 1 Sucaryl tab¬ 
let, 1 drop lemon juice. 

Method: Mash the saccharin or 


Sucaryl tablet and place in egg 
white. Let it dissolve. Beat the egg 
white stiff. Chop nuts very fine, 
then fold them into the egg white. 
Drop spoonfuls of the mixture on 
waxed paper. Brown in moderate 
oven. Recipe makes four maca^ 
roons. 

Cranberry punch is a delicious 
drink to serve. To serve twelve 
8-ounce glasses, combine and chill 
2 pints unsweetened cranberry 
juice, 44 cup lemon juice, y 4 cup 
unsweetened orange juice, 1 pint 
non-sweetened ginger ale. Fill cup 
with ice and pour punch over,
